The  unusual  course,  titled  "Natural  Gas  Production  and  Transmission," 
is  only  a  year  old,  according  to  Capto  E.S«  Pettyjohn,  director  of  the  gas 
institute , 

The  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  —  a  research  and  education 
facility  of  the  utility  gas  industry  —  is  the   only  institution  of  its 
type  offering  a  home  study  course, 

"We  believe  the  studies  can  be  of  value  to  anyone  in  the   gas 
industry,  ranging  from  the  executive  vrho  wants  a  refresher  to  the  newGom.er 
who  is  interested  in  a  well-rounded  study  of  the  field,"   Pettyjohn  said* 

Fain  tool  used  in  the  studies  is  a  hard~covered  loose   leaf  binder 
which  contains  the   17  chapters  in  the   course* 

A  typical  assignment  consists  of  reading  parts  of  the   text,  then 
answering  a  list  of  questions  at  the  end  of  each  chapter.     Usually  the 
answers  are   sent  to  IGT,  where  they  are   graded  and  then  returned  T-iith 
a  copy  of  the  correct  answers*

Normally,  Pettyjohn  said,  an  average  student  can  complete  the 
course   in  a  year,  although  two  years  are  allowed,     A  "Certificate   of 
Accomplishment"    is  awarded  to  persons  who  complete   the  course. 

The   studies  are  offered  under  five  different  arrangements. 
Individual  students  are  allowed  to  take  the  course  or  a  large  number 
of  employes   of  a  single   company  may  enroll  under  various  alternatives 
of  the   five  arrangements.

•$373  per  month  this  year — an  increase  of     32  over  a  year  ago   and  $11 
more  than  last  June. 

The  average  is  based  on  a  survey  of  mid-year  engineering  grsriuates 
by  Earl  C,  Kubicek,  director  of  alumni  relations  and  placement  at  Illinois 
Tech. 

The  figures  are  for  students  receiving  a  bachelor's  degree  and 
planning  to  work  a  UO-hour  week. 

Chemical  engineering  graduates  received  the  most  lucrative 
starting  salaries,   with  an  average  of  $39l4,   compared  to  the  January, 
1953,   figure  of  B27.. 

Other  engineering  fields  and  the  average  salaries  received  by 
mid-year  graduates  of  1953  and  195U  follow,  vjith  the  19Sh     figures  listed

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The  electric  utility  industry  in  this  country,  although  based  on 
scientific  knowledge,  is  guilty  of  neglecting  the  scientific  research 
needed  to  insure  the  future  of  any  modern  industry,   an  educator  and 
research  scientist  said  today, 

Dr,  William  A,  Lewis,   dean  of  the  graduate  school  and  research 
professor  of  electrical  en^neering  at  Illinois  Institute  cf  Technology, 
Chicago,  declared  in  an  interview  that  the  electric  utility  industry 
has  made  an  outstanding  record  in  meeting  the  demands  of  its  customers, 
but  that  it  also  shows  shortcomings  that    could  ultimately  have  serious 
consequences, 

"The  industry's  future  is  in  danger,"  he  said,   "because  its 
collective  research  effort  is  not  adequate  to  Insure  it  against 
competition  from  other  forms  of  energy  delivery,  possible  new 
developments,   and  encroachments  by  goverr.ment» " 

Lewis  listed  the  following  significant  weaknesses  of  the 
Indus try J 

1.     It  has  not  carried  its  share  of  fundamental  research, 
but  instead  has  depended  on  European  discoveries  and  technology  for 
many  of  its  basic  developmentSo

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2,     Scientific  and  technical   leadership  of  the  industry  in  the 
United  States  has  resided  for  more  than  50  years  in  the  laboratories 
of  a  few  large  manufacturing  suppliers.     Their  work  has  been  very 
effective,  he  said,  but  research  with  a  broader  base  undoubtedly 
would  strengthen  the  entire  industryo 

3a     iVEuch  of  the  research  and  development  effort  now  made  by 
the  industry  is  for  marginal  improvements  in  efficiency  of  equipment 
and  plants*     There  doesn't  sean  to  be  enough  long-range  imaginative 
research  directed  toward  new  sources  of  power,  wider  uce  of  electrical 
energy,   still  lower  costs,  and  better  understanding  of  underlying  basic 
technical  problems, 

Uo     The  industry  is  not  attracting  the  best  and  most  creative 
technical  minds* 

"These  statements  may  be  controversial^ "  Dro  Lewis  said,   "but 
I  believe  they  can  be  supported.     It  follows     that  the  electric  power 
companies  should  undertake  a  much  broader  and  more  aggressive  research 
program  directed  toward  protecting  their  futures* 

"If  the  lessons  of  the  industrial  age  teach  anything,   they  teach 
that  the  only  real  insurance  for  future  security  is  research  and 
development  directed  toward  preparation  for  that  future o     The  electric 
power  industry,  even  though  it  is  a  regulated  monopoly  without  direct 
competition  and  with  ever-increasing  demand  fca*  its  services,  cannot 
afford  to  disregard  this  lesson*," 

Electrical  production  from  nuclear  energy  is  an  example  of  the 
possibilities  that  should  be  investigated  thoroughly,  Dr»  Lewis  declared. 
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"At  present,  nuclear  fission  appears  to  have  promise  as  an 
economical  source  of  energy  only  in  a  large-scale  enterprise. 
Nevertheless,   it  is  by  no  means  impossible  that  smaller  package  units 
operating  from  atomic  fuel  could,  and  perhaps  will,  supply  all  the 
energy  needed  in  a  household  or  small  region  for  many  years  without 
care  or  replacemento" 

A  research  program  on  the  scale  he  envisions  cannot  be 
organized  at  once.  Dr.  Lewis  conceded,  and  it  could  not  be  carried 
out  by  any  single  company  or  small  group  of  companies.     It  must  be  an 
industry-wide  program,   coordinated  with  the  individual  research  of  the 
manufacturers  and  the  utilities  themselves, 

"Broad  basic  research  should  be  carried  out  under  the  auspices 
of  an  association  established  with  research  as  one  of  its  main  objectiveSi 
Existing  industry  associations  could  be  expanded  for  the  task,   or  a  new 
organization  having  research  on  common  problems  as  its  main  objective 
might  be  formed*" 

Dr.  Lewis  added  that  he  and  Dr.  Jesse  Eo  Hobson,  director  of 
Stanford  Research  Institute,  will  offer  a  more  detailed  analysis  of 
the  need  for  research  in  the  electric  power  industry  March  2U  at  the 
American  Power  Conference  in  Chicago.

The  project,  under  the  direction  of  Aaron  Siskind,  assistant 
professor  of  photography  at  the  Institute  of  Design,  has  been  in 
progress  for  a  year.  It  will  be  finished  this  summer. 

The  exhibit  will  open  at  8  p.m.,  March  19,  with  a  talk  by 
Hugh  Duncan,  lecturer  in  sociology  at  Northwestern  university  and 
the  University  of  Chicago*  His  topic  will  be  "Louis  Sullivan, 
Prophet  of  a  Nex^r  World  Architecture."  The  display  will  be  open 
from  9  a.m.  to  9  p.m.  weekdays. 

The  Chicago  school  of  architecture,  which  Sullivan  led, 
brought  forth  the  multi -storied,  modern  office  building  with  the  iron 
skeleton  and  broad  glass  surfaces.

Examples  of  the  style  which  Sullivan  designed  for  Chicago 
are  the  Carson  Pirie  Scott  and  company  building,    the  Roosevelt 
college  building   (formerly  the  Auditorium),   the  Garrick  theater 
building,   and  the  Walker  warehouse. 

Sullivan  and  Dankmar  Adler,   his  partner,  designed  the  Roosevelt 
college  building  in  1881;,  while  Frank  Lloyd  VJright  was  apprenticing 
with  them. 

The  Walker  warehouse,  built  in  1889,  was  photographed  by  the 
students  last  fall  shor-tLy  before  it  v;as   demolished  to  make  way  for 
the  Wacker  drive  extension. 

"The  purpose  of  the  study,"  Sisklnd  said,    "is  to  make  a 
complete  visual  documentary  of  Sullivan's  work  and  to  preserve  it  in 
published  form  for  the  history  of  architecture. 

"We  are  making  some  colored  photographs,  16  millimeter  motion 
pictures,    and  35  millimeter  slides  as  well.     We  feel  they  will  be 
valuable,   expecially  to  schools." 

Of  the  llU  buildings  designed  by  Sullivan,   about  75  still  are 
standing,  most  of  them  in  the  Chicago  area. 

The  students  also  have  photographed  Sullivan's  work  in  St.  Louis, 
Mo. J  Grinnell,   Cedar  Rapids,   and  Clinton,   la.;   Owatanna,  Minn.j   New  York 
and  Buffalo,    N.Y.,   and  Ocean  Springs,  Miss,,  where  Sullivan  built  a 
residence  for  himselfo 

Others  still  to  be  included  in  the  documentary  are  in  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Colorado,   and  Utah.

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Output  per  man-hour  in  the  median  American  industry  increased 
16  per  cent  between  19li7  and  I95l» 

This  was  announced  today  by  Leon  Greenburg,   chief  of  the 
productivity  division  of  the  U,  S,  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  who 
spoke  at  a  Work  Study  conference  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  Chicago  a 

The  median  productivity  gain  of  16  per  cent  during  the  post- 
war period  is  a  preliminary,  unofficial  figure,   Greenburg  said.     The 
final  figure  may  be  affected  by  industries  which  show  a  very  high  rate 
of  increase  or  decrease. 

Indications  are  that  a  number  of  industries  will  show  productivity 
increases  of  more  than  50  per  cent,  he  said#  He  did  not  name  any  specific 
industries  in  this  group. 

"During  World  War  II,"  Greenburg  said,    "the  rate  of  productivity 
increase  was  slowed  down  because  of  the  problems  of  military  production. 
For  example,   from  1939  to  19U7  the  median  industry  increased  its  output 
per  man-hour  by  8  per  cent  or  only  1  per  cent  annually, 

"Thus,  over  the  entire  12-year  period  of  1939-51,   the  median 
industry  gain  was  2k  per  cent,   or   2  per  cent  per  year."

It  is  too  early  to  determine,   Greenburg  said,  whether  this  2  per 
cent  figure  represents  a  new  long-term  trend  in  American  productivity. 
Previous  studies  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  indicated  a  long-term 
trend  of  a  3  percent  annual   gain. 

Comparing  U,  S.  and  Russian  productivity,   Greenburg  said   that 
Russia's  output  increased  13  per  cent  per  year  from  19U6  to  1950, 
according  to  U,  S,  S.  R,  statistics.     By  1952,   however,  it  had  declined 
to  6  per  cent, 

"Even  though  these  figures  are  possibly  exaggerated,"  Greenburg 
said,    "there  is  ample  evidence  that  Russia  has  been  expanding  its  factories 
and  capital  equipment.     According  to  one  expert,   Soviet  industrial  output 
will  increase  8  per  cent  annually  with  the  result  that  by  1970  productivity 
there  will  be   four  and  one-half  times  as   great  as  in  1950." 

Greenburg  addressed  200  industrial  engineers  and  plant  management 
executives  attending  the  two-day  Work  Stui^  conference  on  the  Illinois 
Tech  campus. 

Dr.  Marvin  E.  Mundel,   associate  director  of  the  management  center 
at  Marquette  university,   spoke  at  the  opening  session  of  the  conference. 

"Productivity,"  he  said,    "is   the  basis  upon  which  we  stand  or  fall 
today,   and  work  study  is  the  democratic  approach  to  productivity.     It  is 
the  American  way  as  opposed  to  the  authoritarian  approach  in  which  the 
worker  is  told  where  he  must  work  and  how  much  he  must  produce,"

At  a  panel  discussion  on  the  subject  March  5  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,   the  experts  disagreed, 

Dro  Russell  L»  Ackoff  of  the  operations  research  group  at  Case 
Institute  of  Technology.   Cleveland,   Ohio,   said  it  is  new, 

John  K,  Diederichs  of  Booz,  Allen,   and  Hamilton,   Chicago 
consulting  engineers,   said  no,   operations  research  is  just  a  fancy  name 
for  management  consulting  or  industrial  engineering* 

Another  panel  member.   Dr.  T.  E,  Caywood  of  Caywood-Schiller 
associates,  Chicago,   said  "OR"  is  a  science  because  its  theories  and  methods 
can  be  codified  and  taught  to  others. 

The  difference  between  OR  and  management  consulting,   Ackoff  explained, 
is  this:  when  a  firm  buys  consulting  services,   it  buys  experience;  ^^ilen  it 
buys  operations  research,   it  buys  experts  who  not  only  devise  improved 
methods  of  operation  but  who  train  the  company's  personnel  to  effect  these 
improvements ,» 

"The  usefulness  of  operations  research  depends  upon  its  ability  to 
obviate  its  future  usefulness  by  making  a  company  able,  by  itself,   to 
perform  OR  techniques,"  Ackoff  said. 
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The  demand  for  operations  research  is  triple  the  capacity  of 
existing  OR  groups,  he  continued*  So  far^  management  usually  has  sought 
out  OR,  rather  than  vice  versa, 

Ackoff  said  he  knew  of  about  2[i  firms  that  now  have  their  own 
©Derations  research  groups. 

Diederichs  disagreed.  "Actually,"  he  said,  "there  are  a  good  many 
more  firms  that  have  OR  men  but  under  different  names j  for  example,  vice 
president  for  planning,  production  analyst,  controller,  industrial  engineer, 
etc." 

Also  participating  on  the  panel  were  Paul  H,  Randolph,  operations 
research  analyst  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  and  Edward  C,  Varnum,  Barber-Colman  company,  Rockford,  Ill»

Although  the  automatic  factory  may  not  yet  be  here,  full  automation 
is  a  reality  in  many  factory  operations. 

That  was  the  concensus  of  a  panel  of  experts  in  a  workshop  session 
held  March  h   at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  as  part  of  a 
Work  Study  Conference  attended  by  engineers  and  executives  from  industryo 

Panel  members  agreed  that  automation  can  be  made  to  pay  its  way, 
but  they  added  that  each  situation  must  be  carefully  analyzed  before 
investments  in  automatic  equipment  are  made. 

Such  analyses,  they  said,  should  show  where  the  equipment  will 
amortize  itself  and  where  it  won't*  Th^  explained  that  a  manufacturer 
ordinarily  must  take  it  a  small  step  at  a  time,  automatizing  one  process 
and  then  another. 

The  experts  also  agreed  that  the  term  "automation"  is  used  differently 
by  different  people©  For  purposes  of  the  workshop  session,  they  d ef ined  it 
as  meaning  factory  operations  in  which  parts  are  mostly  handled  without 
human  effort.  Human  workers  do  two  things — they  set  up  the  machines  and 
they  maintain  them. 

As  an  example,  panelist  L.  J,  Bishop  of  Mechanical  Handling  Systems, 

Inc.,  Detroit,  described  a  machine  his  company  had  built  and  installed  for  a 

manufacturer  of  foam-rubber  mattresses.  Starting  with  liquid  latex,  the  machine 

performs  each  operation  successively  and  automatically  with  only  II4  operators. 
3/5/51.  -"^°^^- 
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It  runs  2li  hours  a  day  and  six  days  a  week,  requiring  almost  no  service. 

"However,"  Bishop  warned,    "you  don't  build  a  machine  like  that 
overnight*     You  need  a  lot  of  experience,   and  you  have  to  be  sure  you  build 
quality  into  it.     Otherwise  the  customer  viill  loose  in  maintenance  costs 
what  he  gains  in  efficiency," 

Another  panel  member,  C.  F.   Hautau  of  Hautau  Engineering  company, 
Ferndale,  Mich.,  supplied  other  striking  examples  of  automation  that  has 
arrived.     He  described  a  manufacturer  of  coaster  brakes  faced vith  going  out 
of  business  because  foreign  manufacturers,  using  cheaper  labor,   could 
undersell  him.     Hautau 's  organization  was  called  in  and  was  able  to  reduce 
costs  to  a  competitive  level  by  making  the  process  more  automatic. 

"Automation  can  revive  a  dying  industry,"  Hautau  declared.     "In 
some  cases,  it  is  the  last  resort.   " 

Hautau  also  described  a  grinding  machine  for  roller  bearings  that 
checks  each  piece  as  it  is  made.     If  it  is  imperfect,   the  machine  automatically 
compensates.     It  then  checks  the  next  piece  and  compensates  again  if  necessary. 

"Continuous  part-to-part  correction  of  this  sort  is  feasible  in 
quantity  production  only  with  automatic  equipment,"  he  said.     "It  is   the 
answer  to  the  problems  of  many  manufacturers  of  high-precision  parts," 

L.  F.   Hesse,  Gisholt  Machine  company,  Madison,  Wis.,   also  dsclared. 
that  automation  is   the  answer  in  many  processes.     He  cautioned,   however, 
that  there  still  are  jobs  that  cannot  yet  be  taken  over  by  automatic  machines. 
"Everything     depends  on  the  economics  of  a  particular  job,    "  he  said. 

E.  H,  Wavering,  Motorola,  Inc.,  Chicago,   described  the  radio  and 
television  set  manufacturers  as  being  considerably  behind  some  other  industries 
in  adopting  automation  techniques. 

"This  probably  is  because  we  handle  many  different  kinds  and  shapes 
of  materials,"  he  said,    "and  also  because  we  are  primarily  assemblers.

However,   I  expect  progress  to  be  rapid  from  now  on  as  we  and  our  suppliers 
learn  more  about  designing  for  automatic   assembly," 
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t-fillions  of  hours  are  wasted  each  week  because  most  adults  read 
like  seventh^raders. 

The  statement  comes  troa.  iMrs,  Elizabeth  A,  Simpson,  head  of  the 
reaiing  service  of  the  Institute  for  Psychological  berrices  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

"Poor  reading  is  no  respector  of  intelligence,  wealth,  or  health," 
she  said.     "Bat  like  so  many  other  handicaps,  it  is  possible  to  do  some- 
thing about  this  time«*wasting  affliction." 

One  of  the  greatest  aids  in  the  correction  of  inefficient  reading 
is  the  reading  clinic,  such  as  the  one  Mrs.  Simpson  heads  on  the  Illinois 
Teeh  eampus. 

Specialists  at  these  clinics  are  heloing  to  improve  the  speed  and 
comprehension ioen  and  women  in  all  walks  of  life.     Ihe  Institute  for 
Psychological  Services  reading  clinic  has  assisted  approxi.raately  U»CK)0 
Chicago  area  residents  in  the  last  six  years. 

Through  the  use  of  tests,  instruments,  and  printed  materials,  the 
average  reading  clinic  can  more  than  double  a  person's  reading  rate,  Krs, 
Simpson  said.

There  is  a  good  reason  for  ihis?  no  one  with  extreme  difficulties 
in  vision  or  personality,  or  who  lacks  ability  to  learn  is  permitted  to 
enroll  in  the  program  until  he  has  seen  a  specialist  about  the  problem, 

i'4rs,  Sirapson  ®aphasized  the  importance  of  the  initial  examinations 
to  detenaine  how  well  or  how  badly  the  individaal  reads,  how  much  capacity  he 
has  to  improve,  and  whether  physical  or  personality  problems  need  correction 
„  l)efore  training  begins • 

The  service  determines  the  person's  mental  capacity,  his  basic  reading 
skills,  visual  capacity,  personality,  and  interests.  The  results  of  the 
examinations  are  discussed  with  the  person  seekinc  help  and  recoiraondations 
for  his  training  are  made. 

Then  a  program  is  planned  for  him,  involving  instruction  and 
assistance  in  ai^jr  aspect  or  combination  of  reading  skills:  word  recognition, 
^   word  meanings,  coraprehension  for  a  v^ariety  of  reading  purposes,  and  reading 
speed* 

Certain  reading  instruments  have  proved  especially  vaiuable  in 
reading  training. 

The  science  of  improved  reading  is  based  partly  on  reading  phrases 
instead  of  individual  words,  A   device  called  the  tachistoscope  aids  in 
developing  this  ability.  It  flashes  groups  of  numbers,  letters,  or  words 
on  a  screen  at  exposures  up  to  a  hundreth  of  a  second.

Another  reading  difficulty  is  regression— rereading  a  line,  a  word, 
or  even  parts  of  woixis.  The  staff  at  IPS  ^aploys  a  reading  accelerator  to 
break  this  habit.  It  was  developed  by  Jft-s.  Simpson* 

The  accelerator  is  set  for  a  certain  reading  rate,  A  shutter  moves 
gradually  down  the  pidnted  page.  The  accelerator  helps  the  individual  read 
just  a  little  more  rapidly  than  he  did  previously— urging  him  to  keep  at 
least  one  line  ahead  of  the  shutter* 

Still  another  instrument  used  by  the  reading  experts  is  the  ophthal« 
mograph.  It  records  the  reader's  eye  movements  while  he  reads  by  photographing 
the  reflection  of  li^t  from  the  eyeballs  onto  a  moving  film  atrip. 

The  ophthalmograph  detects  rereading,  juiapy  movements,  and  long 
pausen  when  the  person  begins  his  training  orogram.  It  also  is  used  to 
record  progress.  Improvement  shows  up  on  the  film  strip  as  a  smooth^ 
rliythraic  pattern. 

Depending  upon  individual  reading  needs,  the  program  las^  include 
jadnted  exercises  to  Improve  vocalulary.  Other  special  training  can  be  given 
in  gramnar  and  pronunciation,  vovrels,  consonants,  their  sounds,  and  syllabi- 
fication. 

This  scientific  approach  has  produced  convincing  results. 

In  the  regular  unit  of  20  one-hour  lessons,  the  average  reading 
rate  may  be  doubled  with  a  real  gain  in  comprehension  besides,  'frs.  Simpson 
said.

And  it  nays  off  at  work 
and  in  leisure  time.

Cleveland— Private  educational  institutions  need  more  support 
from  business  and  industry  if  they  are  to  survive  and  continue  to  do  the 
jobs  they  are  best  fitted  to  do,  Dr»  John  Te  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  said  tonight* 

The  Illinois  Tech  president  addressed  a  group  of  educators  and 
industrialists  at  the  seventh  annual  college-industry  conference  of  the 
Foundry  Educational  foundation  at  the  Hotel  Cleveland. 

Dro  Rettaliata  praised  industry's  increased  awareness  of  the 
financial  rieeds  of  private  educational  institutions— particularly  those 
of  the  liberal  arts  colleges. 

However,  he  added,  the  financial  situation  of  technological 
institutions  also  is  critical.  These  too,  he  said,  should  receive  greater 
support  from  the  business  community  they  serve. 

In  return,  Dro  Rettaliata  said,  educational  institutions  have 
obligations  to  business* 

"If  higher  education  is  to  deserve  the  corporate  support  it  needs," 
he  declared,  "it  must  produce  graduates  who  will  become  useful  employees 
and  who  understand  and  believe  in  our  capitalistic  system  of  free  enterprise.

Naturally,  the  curriculum  cannot  be  tailor-made  for  all  types  of 
businesses,  but  it  should  be  such  that  the  graduate  will  be  equipped 
to  make  worthwhile  contributions  to  the  operation  of  the  company  where 
he  is  employedo 

"In  general, "  the  Illinois  Tech  president  added,  "this  requires  that 
the  student  receive  a  broad  training  in  fundamentals  ;ri.th  avoidance  of 
narrow  specialization  in  the  undergraduate  programs" 

Most  engineering  curricula  are  being  formulated  toward  such  an 
objective,  he  said,  with  increasing  emphasis  on  the  humanities  alsoa 

A  graduate  of  such  a  course  of  study  is  useful  to  industry  not 
only  as  an  engineer,  but  also  as  a  potential  member  of  management,  Dr, 
Rettaliata  said, 

"There  is  ample  evidence  that  the  engineering  graduate  has  played 
a  predominant  role  in  corporate  management.  This  achievement  assumes 
added  significance  when  it  is  remembered  that  engineers  constitute  only 
about  10  per  cent  of  total  college  graduates*" 

Er*  Rettaliata  cited  a  recent  survey  by  Fortune  magazine.  Of  500 
top  industrial  executives  surveyed,  he  said,  U5»5  per  cent  had  an  educational 
background  in  science  or  engineering. 

"Thus,"  he  said,  "the  engineer  has  had  a  major  influence  on  the 
destiny  of  industry  in  this  country.  Considering  the  present  excellent  state 
of  corporate  health,  it  must  be  concluded  that  he  has  done  a  good  job* 
The  current  intense  recruitment  of  engineering  graduates  seems  to  indicate 
that  industry  has  every  intention  of  staying  healthy,"

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Students,  rather  than  professors,  have  the  most  reason  to  complain 
about  the  lack  of  academic  freedom. 

The  finding  was  disclosed  today  by  Er«  VJillard  A»  Kerr,  associate 
professor  of  psychology  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  after 
a  preliminary  analysis  of  replies  received  in  an  "academic  freedom"  survey 
conducted  in  1953  among  more  than  50  Illinois  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

The  surv^,  which  is  still  in  progress,  is  being  conducted  by  the 
academic  freedom  committee  of  the  Illinois  division  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union*  Dr,  Kerr  is  a  member  of  the  corrjoittee. 

Most  institutions  surveyed  were  found  to  maintain  an  "admirable 
situation"  with  respect  to  most  of  the  freedoms  studied,  Dro  Kerr  indicated 
the  survey  results  may  be  most  useful  to  show  individual  institutions  where 
remedial  attention  is  needed* 

Elaborating  on  the  point  that  serious  deficiencies  exist  especially 
for  students,  Drc  Kerr  said  survey  results  showed  the  least  secure  freedoms 
for  this  group  are  "to  hear  outside  speakers,  to  criticize  the  faculty  and 
administration,  to  organize  associations  and  affiliate  nationally,  of  press, 
of  petition,  and  of  reasonable  off -campus  activityo" 
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Freedom  of  choice  of  faculty  advisers  was  found  to  be  students' 
most  entrenched  freedom. 

Survey  results  disclosed  that  faculty  members'  greatest  freedoms 
are  freedom  from  special  requirements  (oaths),  of  association  in  faculty 
organizations,   of  citizenship  activities,  and  of  research. 

The  faculty's  least  secure  freedoms  relate  to  faculty  self-government, 
to  tenure  (security),   and  freedom  to  criticize  curriculum  and  administration, 
the  survey  showed. 

The  ACLU  committee  conducted  the  survey  in  an  attempt  to  measure 
academic  freedom  for  each  of   the  Illinois    educational  institutions,     A  two-page 
"test"  of  academic  freedom  was  constructed  with  the  help  of  members  of  the 
ACLU  group  and  the  ACLU  booklet,    "Academic  Freedom  and  Academic  Responsibility." 

It  contains  12  items  on  rights  of  students,    seven  on  rights  of  teachers, 
and  four   general  rights*     Each  item  was  answered  on  a  three-point  scale  of 
"complete"  fi'eedom,    "as   a  general  rule,"  there  is  freedom,   and  "very  little 
or  no"  freedomo 

Approximately  200  of  the  questionnaires  were  mailed  to  Illinois 
colleges  addressed  to:    (l)  one  administrator,   usually  the  president;    (2)   one  or 
more  professors,   arid   (3)   one  or  more  student  leaders,   usually  the  newspaper 
editor  or  student  council  president. 
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A  license  agreement  just  signed  between  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  and  a  Japanese  company  will 
reopen  Japan  as  a  market  for  magnetic  recording  equipment  made  in  other 
countries. 

The  agreement  has  resulted  in  dismissal  of  a  court  order  that 
had  virtually  halted  import  of  magnetic  recording  equipment  into  Japan, 
according  to  John  Po  Skinner,  manager  of  magnetic  recording  at  the 
Foundationa 

The  settlement  also  will  enable  Japanese  manufacturers  to  sell 
magnetic  recording  machines  throughout  the  world,  Skinner  pointed  oute 

Signing  of  the  agreement  settles  out  of  court  a  dispute  between 
the  Foundation  and  a  Japanese  company,  Tokyo  Tsushin  Kogyo,  that  had 
been  in  litigation  for  several  years.  During  this  period,  imports 
of  magnetic  recording  equipment  had  been  tied  up  by  the  court  order* 

The  dispute  between  the  Foundation  and  the  Japanese  company 
involved  recognition  of  ARF  patents.  By  signing  the  agreement,  Tokyo 
Tshushin  Kogyo  (known  as  Totsuko)  novr  recognizes  the  Foundation's  patents. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  performed  the  research  leading  to 
successful  development  of  magnetic  recording  and  now  owns  more  than  100  basic 
patents  in  the  field.  It  makes  these  available  to  domestic  and  foreign 
manufacturers  on  a  licensing  basis.

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Ways  in  which  modern  living  is  being  improved  through  a  relatively- 
new  technique  for  analyzing  molecules  will  be  discussed  Wednesday, 
March  17,   at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Tr.  Forrest  F.  Cleveland,  professor  of  physics  at  IIT,  will  discuss 
the  use  of  infrared  end  Raman  spectroscopy  in  identifying  and  determining 
the  structure  of  molecules  at  the  sixth  in  a  series  of  lectures  being 
presented  at  Illinois  Tech  for  high  school  science  teachers. 

Dr.  Cleveland,  whose  topic  will  be  "Fingerprinting  Molecules,"  id-ll 
speak  at  U:30  p.m.  in  Smith-Olson  hall  of  the  Metallurgical  and  Chemical 
Engineering  building,  10  I-J,  33rd  street,  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus. 

He  will  describe  how  gasoline  companies  and  other  firms  working  with 
molecules  use  infrared  and  Raman  spectroscopy  to  analyze  their  products 
and  thus  determine  how  better  ones  can  be  produced. 

The  two  remaining  lectures  in  the  series  will  be  held  the  third 
Wednesdays  of  April  and  May  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  Dr.  Cleveland's. 

The  series  is  designed  to  keep  teachers  informed  of  latest  developments 
in  chemistry,  physics,  mathematics,  and  biology.  Teachers  are  encouraged 
to  bring  guests,  and  there  is  no  admission  charge  or  advance  registration. 
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More  engineering  students  are  enrolled  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  in  Chicago  than  at  any  other  educational  institution  in

A  relatively  new  technique  for  analyzing  substances  may  soon  be 
instrumental  in  giving  automobile  drivers  increased  gas  mileage, 
housewives  improved  plastics  products,  and  farmers  better  insecticides. 

Dr.  Forrest  F.  Cleveland,  professor  of  physics  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  made  the  statement  today  at  the  sixth 
in  a  series  of  lectures  being  presented  at  IIT  for  Chicago  area  high 
school  science  teachers. 

Infrared  and  Raman  spectroscopy.  Dr.  Cleveland  declared,  are 
being  used  more  than  ever  today  to  help  companies  whose  work  involves 
molecules  to  improve  their  products. 

The  two  methods  of  spectroscopy.  Dr.  Cleveland  explained,  are 
especially  significant  for  companies,  notably  oil  snd  chemical  firms, 
which  continually  seek  to  produce  better  products  through  the  process 
of  "building  up"  a  compound  by  the  union  of  simpler  compounds. 

He  pointed  out  that  1,300  infrared  spectrometers  are  being  used 
today  by  industry  in  working  on  such  problems. 

Dr.  Cleveland  defined  spectroscopy  as  the  analysis  of  substances 

through  the  study  of  spectra  which  result  when  light  is  passed  through 

the  substances  and  then  through  a  prism.  The  spectra  of  knovm  and 

unknown  substances  ai>e  compared  for  identification  purposes,  lie  explained.

Spectroscopy,  Dr.  Cleveland  said,  is  one  of  several  techniques 
for  identifying  substances.  The  use  of  only  one  will  not  give  scientists 
the  "complete  picture, "  so  every  available  method  is  used,  he  added. 

One  advantage  of  spectroscopy  is  that  it  does  not  result  in  the 
destruction  of  the  sample  being  studied,  as  chemistry  does.  Dr.  Cleveland 
stated.   He  said  this  is  particularly  important  v/hen  a  scientist  is 
studying  a  rare  sample. 

The  current  use  of  spectroscopy  in  industrial  and  scientific 
laboratories  stems  from  the  work  performed  by  Sir  Isaac  Notdion  back  in 
1666,  Dr.  Cleveland  said  in  tracing  the  history  of  spectroscopy. 
Newton,  he  explained,  was  the  first  person  to  break  light  up  into  a 
spectrum. 

Sir  William  Herschel,  Dr.  Cleveland  added,  first  conducted 
experiments  with  the  infrared  method  1^0  years  ago.   Sir  C.  V.  Raman 
discovered  the  use  of  the  spectra  of  scattered  light  for  identifying 
molecules  and  determining  their  structure  in  1928,  Dr.  Cleveland  said« 
This  discovery,  now  knoT^m  as  the  Raman  effect,  was  considered  important 
enough  to  merit  the  Nobel  prize.

Technology,  not  diplomacy  or  statesmanship,  vjill  prevent  World 
War  III,  President  John  T,  Rettaliata  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  told  the  National  Travelers  Aid  association  biennial  convention  tonigl 

Dr,  Rettaliata  spoke  at  a  dinner  meeting  of  the  convention  at  the 
Congress  hotel  in  Chicago. 

"Soviet  Russia  never  has  given  any  indication  that  she  would  respond 
to  reason  or  persuasion  at  the  Conference  table, "  the  Illinois  Tech  president 
declared, "  and  we  would  be  naive  if  we  expected  her  to  change  this  attitude 
in  the  foreseeable  future," 

"However,  Russia  recognizes  the  terrible  potency  of  our  retaliatory 
military  capacity  made  possible  through  technological  developments.  Let 
us  remember  that  this  is  the  principal  deterrent  to  Russian  aggression," 

Referring  to  the  intensive  scientific  research  that  is  making  rocket 
power  possible.  Dr.  Rettaliata  said  it  is  unfortunate  that  this  effort 
cannot  be  applied  entirely  toward  peaceful  development.  In  view  of  the 
continued  hostile  attitude  of  Russia,  he  said,  these  developments  must  now 
be  primarily  for  military  purposes, 

"We  can  be  assured,  however,"  he  said,  "that  military  developments 
in  this  field  will  find  their  way  into  peaceful  uses  as  they  have  in  other 
fields,"

He  added,  though,  that  the  association  should  not  yet  think  about 
setting  up  a  Travelers  Aid  desk  on  the  moon.  "No  travelers  will  visit  the 
moon  in  our  lifetimes/'  he  predictedi. 

Dr»  Rettaliata  does  believe,  however,  that  the  present  generation 
will  in  its  lifetime  see  high-speed  coranercial  airliners  operate  from  roof- 
tops or  small  areas  in  the  city's  center,  thus  eliminating  the  long  trek  to 
a  distant  airport. 

He  cautioned  that  these  and  other  scientific  developments  do  not 
mean  that  all  problems  are  wiped  avray  by  science. 

"There  still  is  a  great  deal  to  do,"  he  said,  "enough,  in  fast,  to 
keep  us  more  than  cccupied  as  far  into  the  future  as  we  can  see." 

High  on  the  list  of  problems  America  will  face  in  future  years,  he 
said,  is  its  expanding  population. 

"We  Americans  shall  number  more  than  200  million  persons  before  the 
end  of  this  century,"  he  said.  "Serving  this  vast  number  of  human  beings 
will  demand  unparalleled  social  and  physical  inventiveness." 

The  increasing  demands  of  our  expanding  population  can  be  met  only 
by  increasing  production,  Dr.  Rettaliata  continued.  To  achieve  increased 
production,  he  added,  Americans  must  increase  the  tempo  at  which  new 
scientific  knowledge  is  discovered  and  applied  to  everyday  living, 

"Technology  is  the  keystone  of  our  great  economy,"  he  declared, 
"But  this  technology  does  not  perpetuate  itself,  any  more  than  other 
worthwhile  achievements  do.  It  must  be  preserved  in  our  educational  insti- 
tutions and  there  transmitted  to  the  youth  of  our  nation," 

He  said  all  students,  even  those  who  are  not  majoring  in  technological 
fields,  should  get  some  background  of  technological  developments  so   that  they 
can  understand  America's  dependence  on  scientific  advances.

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Science  and  technology  must  be  made  integral  parts  of  education 
from  grammar  school  up,    President  John  T.  Rettaliata  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technolos^  declared  tonight. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  at  a  meeting  of  the  American  Technion 
society  at  the  Standard  club  in  Chicago  on  the  role  of  science  in 
education, 

"We  live  in  a  world  of  technology, "     the  Illinois  Tech  president  said, 
"and  we  should  be  guilty  of  gross   unrealism  if  we  ignored  that  fact  in 
any  part  of  our  educational  programs.     If  we  do  not  learn  to  understand 
our  own  developments,   how  can  we  learn  to  manage  them  so  that  they  will 
serve  rather  than  destroy  us?" 

Technology  is  the  keystone  of  this  country's  economy,  Dr<, 
Rettaliata  continued,   and  new  products  and  production  processes  are 
continually  springing  from  our  vast  storehouse  of  technological  know-how. 

"But  this  know-how  does  not  perpetuate  itself/'  he  warned,    "any 
more  than  other  worthwhile  achievements  do*     It  must  be  preserved  in  our 
educational  institutions  and  there  transmitted  to  the  youth  of  our  nation." 

The  part  technology  plays  in  the  lives  of  Americans  is  too  often 
overlooked  in  college  and  university  curricula,   he  said,  adding  that 
educational  institutions  should  correct  this  shortcoming  where  it  exists. 
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On  the  credit  side,  Dr#  Rottaliata  said  that  technological 
institutions  have  brought  their  programs  into  better  balance  by 
emphasizing  basic  knowledge  instead  of  specialized  knowledge  in  their 
undergraduate  courses  and  by  requiring  a  broader  study  of  the  humanities* 
He  called  on  the  liberal  arts  colleges  to  round  out  their  programs,  in 
turn,  with  courses  aimed  at  explaining  technology  and  its  role  in 
American  life* 

"Those  who  teach  our  children,  manage  our  businesses,  edit  our 
newspapers,  and  run  our  factories  should  have  some  knowledge  of  the 
productive  technology  that  makes  our  economy  function."

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Atomic  plants  for  producing  electrical  power  probably  will  be 
useful  in  specialized  applications  but  will  cause  no  revolution  in  the 
power  industry,  at  least  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

That  was  the  opinion  expressed  this  morning  at  the  Sherman 
hotel,  Chicago,  by  Donald  He  Loughridge,  dean  of  Northwestern  Technological 
institute,  Evanston,  111.,  at  the  sixteenth  annual  American  Power  conference^ 
sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

"I'Je  should  not  expect  atomic  fuel  to  bring  about  a  new  era  in  power 
generation,"  he  said,  "because  it  will  be  hard  for  it  to  compete  with  fuels 
now  in  use»" 

Because  of  cheap  fuel  and  water  power  in  this  country,  Loughridge 
explained,  no  more  than  3  per  cent  of  the  total  cost  of  electric  power 
generation  in  the  past  50  years  has  gone  for  fuel  and  energy  expense. 

Loughridge,  noted,  however,  that  these  comparisons  are  "a  little 
beside  the  point,  "  The  atomic  age  is  still  so  new,  he  said,  that  it  is 
impossible  to  predict  its  full  impact  not  only  on  power  generation  but  also 
on  many  other  aspects  of  economic  life. 

"Who  will  now  be  so  bold,  "  he  said,  "as  to  predict  the  ultimate 
effect  of  the  atom  not  only  on  power  but  on  medicine,  food  preservation, 
and  yet  unconceived  lines  of  industrial  endeavor?" 
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Loughridge  expressed  confii'gnce  that  construction  of  power- 
producing  atomic  reactors  will  go  forward  rapidly  in  spite  of  their  cost* 
However,  he  added.  Industry  probably  will  not  be  able  to  carry  the  ball 
alone  but  will  require  some  government  subsidizingj 

Even  though  there  are  few  if  any  sites  in  the  United  States  where 
atomic  power  could  ccmpete  cost-wise  with  that  derived  from  other  sources, 
he  said,  there  are  places  in  other  parts  of  the  world  where  it  would  be 
economical. 

As  examples,  he  cited  the  remote  installations  of  the  American 
armed  forces  that  now  must  ship  in  fuel  to  generate  the  power  they  needs 
Nuclear  plants  would  free  the  services  from  the  necessity  of  continually 
shipping  fuel  to  these  installations,  he  said,  and  probably  would  result 
in  cheaper  powers 

"Furthermore,"  he  said,  "there  are  many  foreign  locations  where 
power  could  be  used  at  high  cost  if  available  in  relatively  small  units." 

He  cited  the  Sudan,  French  We st  Africa,  Libia,  Algeria,  Central 
Brazil,  Northern  Chile,  and  Western  Australia,  as  being  localities  far 
removed  from  coal,  oil,  and  hydroelectric  resources.  In  most  of  these 
localities,  the  cost  of  diesel  oil  is  greater  than  2$  cents  per  gallon,  and 
nuclear  packaged  power  appears  to  be  competitive,  he  pointed  out, 

"It  is  conceivable  that  small  power  reactors  could  be  manufactured 
in  the  United  States  and  the  fissionable  material  supplied  by  the  country 
where  such  a  plant  was  to  be  located, 

"This  should  bo  a  challenge  to  those  manufacturing  industries  in 
this  country  interested  in  constructing  reactors,  and  the  operating  experience 
would  add  to  our  background  knowledge  needed  to  approach  the  competitive  power 
cost  for  commercial  use  in  this  country,"  he  declared, 

-more- 
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Such  a  program  also  would  fall  within  this  country's  point 
IV  objectives  in  helping  other  countries  raise  their  living  standards, 
he  added* 
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The  need  for  coal  producers  and  customers  in  the  electric 
power  industry  to  get  together  and  plan  future  coal  needs  was  stressed 
today  in  a  speech  at  the  sixteenth  annual  American  Power  conference, 
sponsored  by  Illincis  Institute  of  Technology,  in  the  Sherman  hotel,  Chicago 

George  Ao  Lamb,  manager  of  business  surveys  for  the  Pittsburgh 
Consolidation  Coal  company,  emphasized  the  significance  of  an  adequate 
coal  supply  to  the  power  industry's  anticipated  expansion. 

The  key  to  an  adequate  coal  supply  lies  in  planning  by 
producers  and  buyers  for  as  far  ahead  as  10  years,  Lamb  asserted. 
Although  coal  production  appears  adequate  for  present  needs,  it  must 
be  geared  to  increased  requirements  as  the  power  industry  expands, 
he  warned* 

"Electric  power,"  he  said,  "is  one  industry  that  continually 
plans  on  expansion  and  never  talks  about  contraction."  It  regularly 
looks  forward  to  new  production  records,  he  added. 

He  described  as  "refreshing"  the  industry's  cutlook  after 
reading  the  pessimistic  reports  from  various  industries  during  recent 
months » 

"Planning,"  he  explained,  "can  minimize  the  danger  of  having 

too  little  mining  capacity  in  the  more  distant  future.  Mining  capacity 

is  stubborn  to  additions  just  as  it  is  to  shrinkage." 
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Lamb  pointed  out  that  the  power  industry  needn't  worry  about 
having  enough  raw  materials  because  "it  has  a  huge  reservoir  cf  raw 
energy  in  the  forms  of  coal,  petroleum,  natural  gas,   and  waterpower, 
aside  from  what  may  be  contributed  later  by  atomic  and  perhaps  other 
developments o  " 

He  illustrated  the  importance  of  coal  to  the  picture  by  noting 
that  it  now  generates  half  of  the  total  electric  power  and  two-thrids 
of   the  fuel  generated  electric  powero 

As   to  its  future  availability.  Lamb  said  the  expanding  power 
market  will  put  increasing  demands  on  coal   "but  not  danands   that  appear 
extraordinary  in  the  immediate  years*" 

This  demand  would  be  even  greater  if  supplies  of  waterpower, 
oil,   or  gas  should  fail   to  increase  as   the  market  grows,  he  declared

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Subjects  ranging  from  home  air  conditioning  to  nuclear  power 
plants  will  be  discussed  at  the  l6th  annual  American  Power  conference 
March  2\xy   25>  and  26  at  the  Hotel  Sherman  in  Chicago, 

The  power  conference,  sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  is  expected  to  attract  2,500  engineers,  scientists, 
educators,  and  executives  associated  with  the  nation's  power  industryo 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  three-day  conference  will  be  an 
address  by  Douglas  McKay,  U.S.  secretary  of  the  interior.  McKay  will 
discuss  the  country's  power  policies  and  problems  at  the  All  Engineers 
dinner  on  Thursday,  March  25. 

This  year's  power  conference  has  been  designated  the  Light's 
Diamond  Jubilee  meeting  since  195ii  is  the  75th  anniversary  of  the 
invention  of  the  electric  light  by  Thomas  A.  Edison. 

To  commemorate  Edison's  discovery,  v/hich  led  to  the  development 
of  the  present  power  industry,  a  Light's  Diamond  Jubilee  dinner  will 
be  held  the  evening  of  March  2U. 

A  message  from  President  Dwight  D..  Eisenhower  will  be  read  at 
the  dinner.  Speaker  will  be  C.  Hamilton  Moses,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  the  Arkansas  Power  and  Light  company* 
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Lenox  R.  Lohr,  president  of  Chicago's  Museum  of  Science  and 
Industry,  is  chairman  of  the  jubilee  program. 

More  than  100  experts  from  industry,  education,  and  government 
will  give  talks  at  the  32  sessions  of  this  year's  power  conference. 

Dr.  R,  A.  Budenholzer,  professor  of  mechanical  engineering  at 
Illinois  TecJi,  is  conference  director,  and  Dr.  E.  R.  '"hitehead,  professor 
and  director  of  electrical  engineering  at  IIT,  is  conference  secretary. 
Dan  A.  Sullivan,  Commonwealth  Edison  company,  heads  a  JU-man  coordinating 
committee  from  industry. 

Also  cooperating  with  Illinois  Tech  in  the  sponsorship  of  the 
conference  are  Ik   other  universities  and  9   professional  engineering 
societies* 
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Power  is  the  paying  partner  in  the  big  multipurpose  dam  projects 
of  the  West. 

Revenue  from  power  sales  "almost  invariably"  covers  allocated 
costs  and  contributes  as  well  to  paying  for  other  services,  Henry  B. 
Taliaferro,  power  division  chief  for  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Reclamation, 
told  the  sixteenth  annual  American  Power  conference  in  Chicago  today. 

Some  functions  of  the  multipurpose  dam  projects,  such  as  flood 
control,  cannot  pay  their  way,  he  explained  at  the  three-day  conference 
sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  at  the  Sherman  hotel. 

"This  factor  is  a  major  reason  why  many  of  our  large  multipurpose 
projects  are  not  only  successful  from  a  purely  economic  standpoint,  but 
are  self-liquidating  over  a  reasonable  period  of  time,"  he  said. 

Taliaferro  also  emphasized  the  broader  use  of  federal  dam  systems 
than  was  originally  planned  for  in  the  heclamation  act  of  1902. 

The  main  object  of  the  act  was  establishing  and  controlling  the 
water  supply  to  arid  land  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture,  he  explained. 
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"An  interesting  feature  is  that  when  water  storage  facilities 
became  the  chief  means  of  conserving  and  regulating  the  distribution 
of  water  to  the  land,  the  bureau  and  the  people  served  by  these  projects 
soon  found  that  the  same  reservoirs  could  also  be  beneficially  used  at 
the  same  time  for  other  purposes,"  he  said. 

The  uses  to  which  federal  projects  now  are  put  include  irrigation, 
flood  control,  power,  navigation,  silt  aid  erosion  control,  recreation, 
fish  and  wildlife  preservation,  saltwater  repulsion  and  drainage, 
according  to  Taliaferro. 

Typical  projects  of  this  kind,  he  said,  include  Boulder  canyon, 
Colorado-Big  Thompson,  the  Missouri  River  basin,  the  Columbia  basin, 
and  the  Central  Valley  project  of  California.

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Only  21  per   cent  of  the  nation's  potential  hydroelectric  power 
capacity  has  been  developed,  the  chairman  of  the  Federal  Power  commission 
said  today. 

Half  this  development  has  been  accomplished  thj:-ough  privately 
financed  projects  and  half  through  public  projects,  Jercm.e  K.  Kuykendall 
told  the  American  Power  conference  at  the  Sherman  hotel,  Chicago, 

"Energy  from  our  falling  waters  is  derived  from  a  constantly 
replenished  supply  which  cannot  be  depleted  as  long  as  oceans  evaporate 
and  rains  fall.  Even  the  mighty  atom  is  not  in  this  category,"  he 
commentede 

The  chairman  was  luncheon  speaker  during  the  second  day  of  the 
American  Povrer  conference,  sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  commission  estimates  the  capacity  of  hydroelectric  power  sites 
in  the  country,  developed  and  undeveloped,  to  be  slightly  more  than  all 
generating  capacity,  including  steam,  hydro,  and  internal  combustion, 
now  in  operation,  Kuykendall  said. 

"During  the  first  three  years  of  the  Federal  Power  Commission's 

administration,  the  commission  dealt  with  applications  involving  six  times 

as  much  horsepower,  issued  permits  and  licenses  involving  three  times  as 

much  horsepower,  and  had  twice  as  much  horsepower  built  or  building  as 

individual  governmental  departments  had  dealt  with  in  the  preceding  20  years," 
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Describing  the  history  of  American  water-pc'er  development,  he  said, 
"The  Federal  Power  act  was  enacted  to  encourage  the  development, 
conservation,  and  full  utilization  of  the  water  resources  of  the  country; 
and  it  was  designed  to  safeguard  the  hydroelectric  power  potential  in 
these  resources  and  to  insure  its  proper  development." 

He  pointed  out  that  the  act  provides  for  participation  in 
water-povier  development  "by  all  interests,  both  public  and  private^" 

"I  would  like  to  stress  the  ample  opportunity  within  the  framework 
of  the  Federal  Power  act  for  the  kind  of  partnership  development  of  our 
water  resources  advocated  by  President  Eisenhoxrer. 

"The  act  clearly  provides  for  participation  by  independent  action 
of  non-federal  interests  and  by  joint  federal — non  federal  partnership, 

"Present  policy  affirms  that  the  federal  government  should 
undertake  construction  of  only  those  x-iater  resource  development  projects, 
or  parts  of  projects,  which  cannot  be  built  by  local  interests  or  which 
have  a  national  significance,  and  that  other  projects  are  to  be  left 
to  non-federal  public  or  private  interests,"  he  stated. 
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Natural  gas  may  in  time  surpass  coal  and  even  challenge  crude 
oil  as  the  principal  domestic  source  of  energy,  an  economist  in  the  oil 
industry  predicted  today. 

Richard  J,  Gonzalez,  director  and  economist  of  the  Humble  Oil 
and  Refining  company,  Houston,  Texas,  made  the  statement  at  the  sixteenth 
annual  American  Power  conference,  sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  in  the  Sherman  hotel,  Chicago, 

Gonzalez  based  his  prediction  on  the  strength  of  current  and 
probable  future  demands  for  gas.   He  said  gas  customers  and  sales  have 
more  than  doubled  in  the  last  seven  years, 

Gonzalez  cited  the  attractive  price  of  gas  relative  to  competing 
fuels  as  the  reason  for  the  rapid  increase  in  its  use  in  recent  years. 
Other  reasons  are  its  convenience,  cleanliness,  and  high  combustion 
efficiency,  he  added. 

The  proportion  of  residential  users,  he  said,  is  apt  to  increase 
with  income  and  standards  of  living.   He  also  saw  increased  industrial 
usage  as  long  as  gas  can  meet  the  prices  of  competitive  fuels. 

Gonzalez  pointed  out  that  gas  itself  accounts  for  only  10  to 
15  per  cent  of  what  consumers  pay,  iifhile  the  remainder  is  a  "necessary 
and  reasonable  charge"  for  the  services  required  to  deliver  the  product 
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Indexes  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  he  reported, 
show  that  wholesale  and  retail  prices  of  coal  and  fuel  oils  doubled  from 
1939  to  1952,  while  natural  gas  showed  relatively  little  increase. 
Indexes  following  removal  of  price  controls  after  the  war  reflect  much 
smaller  advances  for  natural  gas  than  for  other  fuels,  he  noted, 

Gonzalez  concluded  that  the  rate  of  growth  of  the  gas  industry 
may  slow  dovTn  below  the  "remarkable  percentage  gains  of  recent  years." 
Nevertheless,  he  predicted  that  "gas  will  gain  more  rapidly  than  other 
energy  resources  and  further  improve  its  position  as  a  source  of 
domestic  production  of  mineral  energy ►" 
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Year-round  air  conditioning  for  private  homes  is  definitely 
within  the  reach  of  the  average  home  purchaser,   a  General  Electric 
executive  told  the  American  Power  conference   -this  morning, 

Lawrence  H,  Hirschbach,  manager  of  builder  sales  for  General 
Electric  at  Bloomfield,    N.    J.,    gave   "^8C0   to  ^1000"  as   a  rough  estimate 
for  installation  costs  and  $U0  a  season  as  operating  costs  for  a  home 
air-conditioning  system. 

The  conference,   sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
is  being  held  in  the  Sherman  hotel  in  Chicago, 

Hirschbach  cautioned,   however,    that  house  planning  must  be 
integrated  with  air-conditioning  planning  not  only  to  achieve  the  best 
ccmfort  conditions,  but  also  to  minimize  installation  and  operating  costs. 

Manufacturers   of  air-conditioning  equipment  contribute  to  customer 
satisfaction  by  encouraging  installation  of  well -engineered  systems, 
Hirschbach  said. 

Electric  utility  companies  also  can  make  a  major  contribution,   he 
added,   by  educating  their  customers  and  their  own  personnel   to   the   economic 
necessity  of  good  engineering  in  air-conditioning  installations, 
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Two  major  problems  will  have  to  be  solved  before  any  private 
company  can  seriously  consider  investing  substantial  amounts  of  money 
in  atomic  power  plantse 

R»  L.  Doan,  manager  of  the  atomic  energy  division  of  Phillips 
Petroleum  company,  made  the  statement  today  as  he  addressed  the  sixteenth 
annual  American  Power  conference,  sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  at  the  Sherman  hotel  in  Chicago. 

He  said  industry  still  faces  the  problems  of  investment  and 
operating  costs  on  the  one  hand  and  the  problems  of  revenue  from  sale 
of  products  on  the  other. 

"If  one  is  thinking  exclusively  in  terms  of  generating  electrical 
power  from  nuclear  fuels,"  he  said,  "it  would  appear  to  be  necessary  to 
limit  the  cost  of  the  entire  plant  to  a  maximum  of  $200  per  electrical 
kilowatto " 

It  also  would  be  necessary  to  keep  operating  costs  low  enough 
so  that  delivered  power  would  cost  no  more  than  five  mils  per  kilowatt 
hour,  he  added.  Most  proposals  for  atomic  power  plant  design  run 
considerably  higher  than  these  requirements. 
3/22A1;  -more- 
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With  regard  to  sources  of  revenue  from  nuclear  reactors,  he 
recomraended  that  all  possibilities  be  given  careful  consideration  in 
determining  the  over-all  economic  picture, 

"Electric  power,  so  much  in  the  public  eye  at  the  present  time, 
is  only  one  of  these  possibilities,  perhaps  even  a  minor  one  except  for 
those  areas  of  the  world  where  more  conventional  sources  of  energy  are 
scarce  and  costly,"  he  said. 

The  major  income-producing  item  from  a  nuclear  power  plant 
probably  would  be  fissionable  material,  he  said.   If  the  time  comes  when 
private  industry  is  permitted  by  the  government  to  OT-m  these  materials, 
their  production  and  sale  could  become  quite  important. 

Additional  income  would  be  derived  from  sale  of  radioactive 
isotopes  produced  in  the  reactor  and  from  irradiation  services,  he  addedn 
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Two  Chicago  resesrch  ent-ineers  took  a  look  at  the  gas 
turbine  engine  today  and  foresaw  a  qualifiedly  optimistic  future  for 
its  use  for  automotive  purposes. 

John  H.  Bonin  and  Robert  A.  Harmon,  members  of  the  heat-power  staff 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
emphasized  that  only  inefficient  use  of  fuel  is  holding  the  gas  turbine 
back  as  a  general  automotive  power  plant* 

Their  talk  on  "Factors  Associated  T-tith  Use  of  Gas  Turbines  for 
Automotive  Applications,"  given  by  Bonin,  was  presented  at  the  American 
Power  conference,  sponsored  by  Illinois  Tech,  in  the  Sherman  hotel, 
Chicago, 

The  "most  inviting  feature"  of  the  turbine,  they  said,  is  its 
high  torque  and  power  over  a  large  speed  range,  as  compared  to  an  internal 
combustion  engine.  In  some  cases,  they  went  on,  it  would  be  possible 
for  the  turbine  to  operate  with  a  single  gear  ratio* 

The  gas  turbine  engine,  an  adaptation  of  the  type  of  engine  used 

in  jet  airplanes,  also  has  these  advantages? 

--Small  installation  space  requirement  (the  power  plant  occupies 

only  a  third  the  space  of  an  internal  combustion  engine  of  the  same 

power  rating), 
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— Light  weight  (net  saving  in  weight,  in  the  power  range  considered, 
would  be  about  2,000  pounds)* 

—Fewer  parts  (the  gas  turbine  uses  only  a  tenth  of  the  parts 
required  by  a  similar  internal  combustion  engine.  The  small  nuiriber  of 
parts  also  makes  for  low  maintenance  costs. ) 

Other  advantages!  no  cooling  system  neededj  low  lube  oil 
consumption;  electric  ignition  needed  only  for  startingj  turbine  will 
operate  on  mde  variety  of  fuelso 

But,  Bonin  and  Harmon  said,  the  advantages  are  at  least 
partially  offset  by  the  high  fuel  consumption,  especially  when  the 
engine  is  lorking  only  at  part  load  or  at  idle. 

Other  disadvantages  are  the  noisiness  of  the  engine,  high  exhaust 
temperatures,  and  the  high  rotative  speeds  necessary  within  the  engine,, 

"It  is  apparent  that  fuel  consumptions,  competitive  mth  current 
automotive  engines,  will  not  be  obtained  without  further  improvements 
in  component  performance,  increase  in  range  of  efficient  operation, 
and  the  addition  of  a  regenerator  (a  device  for  re-utilizing  exhaust 
hot  air),"  they  said. 
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A  step  forward  in  the  railroads'  search  for  locomotives  that  will 
give  them  more  power  in  a  smaller  package  was  described  today  by  Frank 
Fahland,  general  mechanical  engineer  with  the  Union  Pacific  railroad. 

Fahland  spoke  at  a  session  of  the  American  Power  conference, 
sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  which  is  holding  its 
sixteenth  annual  meeting  at  the  Sherman  hotel  in  Chicago, 

He  described  the  development  of  a  locomotive  powered  by  a  gas 
turbine,  which  appeared  about  four  years  ago  and  has  since  been  given 
extensive  tests  in  Union  Pacific  freight  service. 

Fahland  said  it  is  a  product  of  the  continuing  search  for  a 
locomotive  that  would  pull  more  tons  at  greater  speed  mthout  a 
corresponding  increase  in  cost  of  investment  and  maintenance. 

Another  advantage  of  the  gas-turbine  locomotives,  Fahland  said, 
is  that  they  can  operate  on  lower  grade  fuel  oil  than  that  used  by 
diesel  locomotives.  Thus,  he  continued,  they  represent  an  important 
large-scale  experiment  aimed  at  reducing  fuel  costs. 

The  ItSOO-horsepower  txirbine  used  in  the  locomotives  is  20  feet 
long  and  weighs  1?  tons.     It  drives  four  main  electric  generators,   which, 
in  turn,   supply  power  to  the  drive  wheels. 
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The  Union  Pacific  has  10  of  the  new  locomotives  operating,  Fahland 

I      said.  They  regiiD.arly  handle  trains  of  5000  tons.  They  can  develop 

I      more  than  5000  horsepower  for  traction,  he  added,  and  they  are  capable 

i,

The  largest  light  bulb  in  the  world  will  be  displayed  in  Chicago  for  tlie 
first  time  at  the  Light's  Diamond  Jubilee  dinner  of  the  American  Power 
Conference  Wednesday  night,   March  2li.j   in  the  Grand  Ballroom  of  the 
Sherman  hotel* 

The  75jOOO-watt  incandescent  light  bulb,  produced  by  General  Electric, 
was  developed  as  a  feature  of  Go  Eo's  observance  this  year  of  the  75th 
anniversary  of  Edison's  most  famous  invention. 

It  would  take   2,87l4  60-watt  household  bulbs  to  produce  as  much  light 
as  the  large  bulb.     This  single  light  bulu  uses  enough  electric  energy 
to  light  83  American  homes  as  they  are  normally  lighted  today. 

The  bulb  will  be  located  at  the  speaker's  stand  during  the  Jubilee 
dinner,  which  starts  at  6:ii5  ptnio  Wednesday,     Major  Lenox  Lohr,   president 
of   the  Museum  of  Science  and  Industry  and  general  chairman  of   the  power 
conference's  Light's  Diamond  Jubilee  celebration,   will  describe  the  bulb 
before  the  main  speaker   (Colter  Hamilton  Moses,   chairman,   Arkansas  Power 
and  Light  company.  Little  Rock)  is  introduced*     Lohr  and  other  conference 
and  civic  officials  will  be  on  hand  for  you  to  set  up  in  pictures^ 

Due  to  physical  limitations  of  the  ballroom,  it  will  be  impossible   to  turn  the 
bulb  on  (the  light  radiates  so  much  heat,  it  would  ruin  the  wall  finish; 
every  other  light  in  the  hotel  would  have  to  be  turned  off  to  provide  enough 
power  to  light  the  bulb).     However,   if  arrangements  can  be  made,   the  bulb 
will  be  lit  outdoors  on  Thursday,   March  25,

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A  plea  for  the  elimination  of  economic  barriers  to  higher 
education  was  made  March  23  by  the  dean  of  students  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago* 

"The  needs  of  our  country  demand  that  we  do  something  to 
eliminate  the  economic  barriers  for  those  who  have  the  capacity  and 
the  interest  to  benefit  by  additional  education,"  Clarence  E,  Deakins 
told  the  National  Association  of  Power  Engineers  meeting  at  the 
Sherman  hotel,  Chicagoo 

He  warned  that  the  United  States  must  make  use  of  its  vast 
reservoir  of  brain  power  if  it  is  to  fulfill  its  role  as  leader  in 
world  affairs, 

Deakins  saw  a  bright  spot  in  the  picture  as  he  noted  that 
industry  is  awakening  to  the  great  need  and  is  setting  up  increasing 
numbers  of  scholarships  for  persons  who  cannot  afford  a  college 
educationo 

He  urged  the  power  engineers,  who  recently  created  a  |1,000 
scholarship  at  Illinois  Tech,  and  other  professional  organizations  to 
continue  to  create  scholarships o

"I  am  sure  that  each  of  you  can  think  now  of  at  least  one  bright 
lad  in  your  local  high  school  whose  brain  and  abilities  America  needs-- 
IF  he  has  the  money  to  attend  college,"  he  said* 

"What  a  great  opportunity  to  invest  in   tiie  future  greatness  of 
Americal— and  this  opportunity  lies  right  in  the  high  school  in  your 
home  town  • " 

The  United  States  has  reached  its  present  position,  Deakins 
asserted,  because  it  realized  long  ago  the  necessity  of  educating  people  in 
every  social  level  of  the  population. 

But  he  pointed  to  results  of  a  recent  survey  shoid.ng  that  72 
per  cent  of  the  upper  class  attend  college,  58  per  cent  of  the  middle 
class,  16  per  cent  of  the  lower  middle  class,  and  fewer  than  1  per  cent 
of  the  lower  classo     The  results  of  other  studies  have  been  the  same,   Deakins 
said,   the  income  of     parents  preventing  many  from  going  to  college. 

He  warned  that  estimates  of  future  engineering  graduates  are  not 
enough  "to  service  our  existing  military  and  industrial  needs  and  at  the 
same  time  to  meet  the  challenge  of  our  greatly  expanding  needs," 

The  U.   S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  he  said,   estimates  that  we 
will  need  an  average  of  30,000  engineers  graduating  each  year  to  meet 
the  normal     demands     for  replacements  during  the  period  of  partial 
mobilization.     However,   he  said  current  predictions  are  there  mil  be 
17,000  engineering  graduates  in  June,   19$hf   and  20,000  in  1955*

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The  electric  power  industry's   future  is  threatened  because  it 
is  neglecting  the  basic  research  needed  to  keep  any  industry  in  a 
competitive  position,    two  leading  research  men  told  the  American  Power 
conference  today. 

The  warning  came  from  Dr.  William  A«  Lewis,  dean  of  the  graduate 
school  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   Chicago,   and  Dr.   Jesse  E, 
Hobson,  director  of  Stanford  Research  Institute,   Stanford,   Calif, 

The  two  men,  both  electrical  engineers,  collaborated  on  a  paper 
presented  by  Dr©  Hobson  at  the  sixteenth  annual  power  conference,    sponsored 
by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    at  the  Sherman  hotel  in  Chicago* 

The  electric  power  industry's  technological  health  is  endangered 
the  authors  said,  because  for  too  many  years  it  has  been  overly  dependent 
upon  the  scientific  research  of  a  few  electrical  manufacturers  for  its 
new  developments. 

This  has  put  the  industry  in  a  vulnerable  situation  in  the  face 
of  aggressive  competition  from  other  energy  sources,   present  and  potential, 
they  said. 

Among  the  proposals  in  the  Hobson-Lewis  presentation  is   the 
immediate  establishment  of  an  industry-wide  association  with  a  .^;7  million 
annual  budget  for  basic  research  to  serve  the  long-range  needs  of   the  industry,

Research,   they  say,   should  be  carried  on  in  a  laboratory  under 
control  of  the  industry. 

Among  the  programs  of  the  laboratory    should  be:  new  sources  of 
electrical  energy;   a  comprehensive  study  of  materials,   conductors  and 
dielectrics 5    the  nature  of  corona j   properties  of  magnetism;   energy  storage 
methods;   and  power  transmission  systems. 

The  authors  suggest  that  such  a  laboratory  would  attract  creative 
brain  power   to  the  industry. 

They  claim  there  is  much  evidence  to  disprove   the  stand  taken  by 
some  power  executives  that  their  situation  is  not  competitive,     Dr,  Hobson 
quoted  statistics   from  a  recent  report  by  the  President's  Materials   Policy 
commission  which  show  that  despite  the  rapid  growth  of  the  electric  power 
industry,   it  is  still  the  smallest  of  the  four  principal  means  of  energy 
supply. 

Admitting  that  many  of  their  views  are  controversial,    the  authors 
recommend  that  a  survey  of   the  industry's  needs,    aims,   current  research, 
progress,   and  accomplishments  be  made, 

"T.Je  believe  the  industry  itself  will  be  disturbed  and  alarmed  Iry 
the  results  of  such  a  survey,"  they  said. 

According  to  Dr»  Hobson  and  Dean  Lewis,  most  studies  referred  to 
as   "research"  within  the  industry  contribute  little  to  major  long-term 
problems  of  supplying  greatly  increased  power  at  lower  cost.     These  projects, 
they  said,  are  mainly  engineering  improvements,   design  revisions,   and  system 
developments  dictated  by  immediate  requirements, 

Dr,  Hobson  and  Dean  Levds  disagreed  with  the  attitude  they  said 
some  utility  executives  have  that  the  business  of  the  companies  is  simply  to 
generate  and  distribute  electric  energy,

The  first  volume  in  a  series  of  ozone  reference  books  entitled 
"Bibliography  of  Ozone  Technology"  will  be  published  by  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  early  in  May,  19$h» 

The  series  of  six  volumes,  which  will  be  published  over  a  period 
of  three  years,  is  a  comprehensive  reference  to  the  literature  in  the 
field  of  ozone  technology.

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American  high  schools  must  put  more  emphasis  on  science 
teaching  if  the  nation's  scientific  and  aigineering  needs  are  to 
be  met.  President  John  T,  Rettaliata  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  declared  tonight* 

The  economic  and  military  security  of  the  United  States 
depends  "on  the  success  of  our  efforts  to  correct  the  deficiencies 
that  exist  in  science  teaching  at  the  secondary-school  level,"  he 
told  the  second  annual  National  Science  Teachers  association 
convention  at  the  Morrison  hotel  in  Chicago. 

Good  science  teaching  is  essential  in  the  high  schools,  the 
Illinois  Tech  president  declared,  because  it  is  there  that  young 
people  form  the  interests  that  determine  what  they  will  do  when 
they  leave  high  school, 

"Increasing  numbers  of  them  must  be  challenged  to  find  careers 
in  science  and  engineering,"  Dr,  Rettaliata  asserted, 

America  needs  a  larger  pool  of  scientifically  educated  men 
and  women  to  satisfy  existing  industrial  demands  and  at  the  same  time 
meet  tJie  challenges  of  growing  industries,  he  explained. 
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Science  teachers— page  two 

"But  servicing  the  normal  demands  of  an  expanding  economy  is 
only  one  reason  why  we  desperately  need  more  scientists  and  more  engineers," 
Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  "For  another  reason,  we  must  look  to  the  colossal 
struggle  in  which  we  are  now  engaged." 

This  is  the  struggle  between  the  competing  V7ays  of  life  of 
Soviet  Russia  and  the  western  democracies,  he  said. 

"But  I  am  convinced  we  need  not  win  on  the  battlefield,"  he 
added.  "I  believe  our  battles  will  be  won  in  the  classrooms  of  our 
schools  across  the  nation," 

"Free  men  and  women  can  achieve  such  a  preponderance  of  economic 
and  military  might  over  their  adversaries  as  will  deter  them  from 
provoking  any  total  war,  Soviet  Russia  recognizes  the  potency  of  our 
retaliatory  military  capacity  made  possible  by  our  economic  and 
technological  strength,  and  this  is  the  principal  deterrent  to 
aggression  on  her  part," 

Americans  have  no  desire  to  regiment  education  at  any  level, 
Dr,  Rettaliata  said,  but  he  called  on  high  schools  to  put  more  emphasis 
on  science  teaching, 

"The  survival  of  our  civilization  depends  on  how  we  prepare  our 
young  people  to  defend  and  advance  it,"  he  declared, 
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Atomic  explosions  may  vripe  out  cities,  but  they  aren't  powerful 
enough  to  affect  the  weather. 

In  terras  of  released  energy,    liie  hurricane,   not  the  A-bomb, 
commands  more  respect  from  the  weatherman,   according  to  Charles  B, 
Johnson,   Chicago  District  forecaster  for   the  U,  So  Weather  Bureau* 

Scientific  information  has   established  no  connection  between 
atomic  tests  and  so-called  unusual  weather,   Johnson  told  a  luncheon 
gathering  of  the  Alumni  association  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  Chicago  today, 

"An  atomic  explosion  is  a  drop  in  the  bucket  compared  to  the 
energy  released  in  an  old-fashioned  hurricane,"  he  declared, 

"Of  course,  we  don't  have  too  much  information  on  the  nuclear- 
type  explosions,  but  consider  that  the  average  hurricane  will  release 
200  to  300  times  as  much  energy  per  minute  as  the  earlier  types  of 
A-bombsj  yet  distant  areas  are  not  affected  by  ita"

In  commenting  on  the  large  amount  of  radioactivity  discovered  in 
Chicago  dustfall  recently  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Tech, 
Johnson  pointed  out  that  air  currents  of  the  upper  atanosphere  carry  and 
dissipate  atomic  dust  particles. 

"These  are  the  same  currents  which  spread  volcanic  dust  particles, 
sometimes  airound  the  world,  after  a  big  eruption,"  he  explainedo 

Turning  to  the  spring  weather  picture,   Johnson  denied  any 
April  First  foolery  in  predicting  that,  despite  a  long  term  trend  toward 
milder  weather,  this  spring  would  be  colder  than  normal. 
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Three  times   the  normal  amount  of  radioactivity  was   found  in  an 
unusiaally  heavy  dustfall  which  blanketed  Chicago   20  days  after  the 
first  H-bomb  explosion  in  the  Pacific  on  March  1. 

The  radiation  detected,  however,  was  far  below  the  danger 
level,    it  was  pointed  out  by  Edward  G«  Fochtman,   research  chemical 
engineer  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of   Technology. 

The  Foundation  measures   and  analyzes   the  daily  dustfall  in 
Chicago  as  part  of  an  air  pollution-source  study  for  the  Midwest  Air 
Pollution  Prevention  association. 

It  was  not  ascertained  whether  the  radioactive  matter  was  a 
direct  result  of   the  hydrogen  bomb  blast  or  a  freak  of  nature,   according 
to  Fochtman,  who  is  project  leader  for  the  MAPPA  study. 

Fochtman  explained  that  it  normally  takes  from  a  week  to  10  days 
for  a  dust  cloud  to  travel  from  the  Pacific  testing  area  to  Chicago.  He 
said  the  recording  may  have  been  made  as  the  radioactive  dust  was  making 
its  second  trip  around  the  world. 

The  heavy  radioactivity  reading  was  based  on  a  sample  taken 
i'^arch  19  and  20  at  a  test  station  at  3131  S,   State  street.     Total 
radioactivity  in  the  sample  amounted  to   "about  one  ten  thousandths  of 
that  from  an  ordinary  luminous     watch  dial, "  Fochtman  said.

The  sample  was  part  of  an  estimated  8,0C0  tons  of  dust—about 
19  times   the  normal  amount—which  fell  on  Chicago's  213  square  miles 
on  each  of  the  two  days,     Fochtman  attributed  the  heavy  dustf  all  to 
the  dust  storms  on  the  western  plains  states e 
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Better  ways  to  calculate,  design,  and  install  hot  water  and 
steam  heating  systems  will  be  pointed  out  at  a  three-day  session

The  instruction,  part  of  a  nationwide  I-B-R  educational  program, 
is  conducted  for  heating  and  plumbing  contractors,  wholesalers,  salesmen, 
architects,  builders,  and  manufacturers'  representatives  concerned  with 
hot  water  and  steam  heating  systems. 

The  three-day  course  is  divided  into  10  lessons,  ranging  from 
"Design  of  a  One-Pipe  Forced  Circulation  Hot  Water  Heating  System"  to 
"Classroom  Calculation  and  Design  of  Panel  Heating  Systems*"     One  of  the 
sessions  is  devoted  to  business  promotion. 

All  working  material  for  the  course  is  assembled  in  a  binder  which 
is  provided  to  persons  registeringo 

More  than  8,000  persons  have  conpleted  the  course  throughout  the 
country  since  it  was  initiated  in  April,  1950©     School  sessions  similar 
to  the  one  scheduled  at  Illinois  Tech  are  held  in  major  cities  during 
the  year.
